(A) only one base station is selected from a plurality of base stations transmits packets

(B) base stations are given separate scheduling functions 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (base stations are given separate scheduling functions) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 
988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

(C) the "timing adjustment message," disclosed in St-Pierre bears no relationship to the "base station selection information," "packet 
number," and "check signal". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. St-Pierre teaches that if the frame sequence number does not match, the mobile station transmits a 
message indicating the requested frame from a base station that is identified as requiring timing adjustments (selected base station). 
The mobile station also indicated retransmission of the frame that contains the mismatched sequence number (packet number). The 
base station responsive to being identified as the one needing timing adjustments, adjusts the timing of the duplicate communication 
transmission to provide for substantially synchronous reception at the mobile station (col. 8, lines 37-62). Therefore, the message that 
the mobile station transmits to the base station requiring it to adjust it's timing and the base station transmitting the requested frame 
meets the scope of the claimed limitation. 

(D) St-Pierre does not disclose or mention features and problems in relation to an automatic repeat request (ARQ)
